'How Thoy FOBS the Winter InSnow- 


Bovmd Locftlitloa.

.llenu ot tlie Snow-Bound Cabin 


—Korwefflan Shoes for 


Travel.

Hundreds of minors aro snow-bound in the 


mountains of Colorado, and must remain so 
for several months. It is interesting to 
glanco at the condition of theso isolated 
dwellers on'tn'o sides and near tho summit of 
tho ranges which constitute the backbone of 
this continent. Their cabins are commodi- 
ous, warm and comfortable, and aro gener- 
ally situated at or • near ' tunnel workings, 
which afford thorn easy and Bafe'access to tho 
scones of thoir day and night shifts of toil 
These drifts.arausod as storehouses for pro- 
visions of. all kinds, and whilo some aro 
natural ico-honses • others aro 
temperate 


enough for articles that would be injured by 
froezing. 
- 
. 


The experienced, prudent minor locates his 


claim in tho timbor, which tempers the furi- 
ous windstorms and also protects him. from 
tho dangers of the dreaded snow-slidos. It 
the situation is abovo timber lino, ho chooses 
aflat spot, abovo which tlio mountains aro 
not high-gnough to hold snow-banks to break 
away and sweep down upon him, or plant? 
his stout cabin beneath a sheltering ridge of 
solid rock, in . place or upon a. "bog-back," 
which is tho sharp divide between 
two 


gulches, and upon which both tho winds and 
tho coutour of the ground prevent snow from 
accumulating. Granting that he bos safety 
secured to him, what aro the remaining con- 
ditions of bis months of imprisonment? Tho 
natural tastes and domestic instincts oC tbo 
individual aro the gauges of his prepara- 
tion for thorough enjoyment or-inera tolera- 
tion of his voluntary exile, and hence the 
habits and customs, tho pleasures and amuse- 
ments, and the modes of living aro as varia- 
ble as among tha same class x>f individuals 
wintering in towns and cities. 


But, as a rule, the menu is excellent, thauks 


to the. canning of fruits, vegetables, meats, 
and all kinds of preserves and reliahos. 
Intellectual pabulum can bo made as diver- 
sided as in lower altitudes, with tho ono ox- 
coption ot daily newspapers. Those possess- 
ing musical tastes 'and accomplishments 
provide sonorously for cnlivoning tho hours 
between labor and rost. Tho convivial soul 
takes good care 'that tho fiowinc bowl does 
not become exhausted ore tha snow melts 
from tho trails, or that the tobacco plug and 
pouch are ample for himsolf and all chance 
visitors, "Water is obtained by melting tho 
snow, and supplies of wood aro previously 
prepared. 


Tho miners, from thoir cozy cabins aro tho 


observers of tho terrific battles of the elements, 
and not infrequently witness nature's most 
awe-inspiring throes, commonly termed snow- 
slides. Tho snowfall amounts to from throe 
to ten feet in depth on tho level, trnd this 
is banked by tho winds in drifts hundreds of 
feet in height, covering 
hundreds and 


thousands o£ acres in .extent, according to 
tho lay of the land, and when they becomo 
top-heavy, or th» lower supports give way by 
molting -or settling, tho wholo mass plunges 
down the steop mountain sides, uprooting, 
overturning, and crumbling all obstacles 
in its pathway, until its torco is spent in tho 
va'Joy below or against the opposite side. It 
is impossible .to conceive tho enormity of tho 
power of a huge- snow-slide until one follows 
in its wake down a mountain.whoro It bos cut 
a hugh swath' through a heavy forest, hurled 
from their base gigantic bowlders, scooped 
out tha channel of a frozen river, and do- 
posited tbo ontiro debris in solid mass for up 
upon the opposite bank of tho canyon. 


Miners havo become eipprt in detecting 


tho location and direction ot impending slides, 
and aro thus enabled to avoid them. Thoy,

thousands of miles away, is stirring up a re- 
bellion in the Soudan. 
Pure gumarabio 


composes 00 per cent, of all tbo host confec- 
tioner}-, and comes almost exclusively. Irom 
tho Soudan. 
Khartoum is its great market. 


It is brought there by tho natives and bar- 
tered to merchants from Cairo and Suakin 
for guns, cartridges, trinkets, and other arti- 
cles dear to the heart of a savage. Onco a 
year, during October and November, when 
tho 'Nile is at its highest, tho yield is floated 
down barges to Cairo, and thonca shipped to 
tho four principal markots of tho world- 
London, Paris, Marseilles, and New'York. 
A small part is taken oreriand on camels, 
to Suakin, about a threo months' trip. 
The 


unit of commerce is a bale containing 000 
pounds. Tho European .consumption overy 
yoar is 12,000 o£ theso bales, whilo America 
consumes half as many. 


Since El Mahdl has been disaffecting the 


Soudan tbo prico of gum bos steadily been 
goin"- up, and from the usual price of 8 or 10 
cents a pound it Las now risen to 20, and 
there is littlo to buy at that. No crop was 
brought in this year, and unless the insur- 
rection is quelled within tho courso of throe 
months there will bo nono next The Cairo 
merchants, of courso, will mot send their 
money into tbo Soudan in its. present stato, 
oven could their agents got there safely. Be- 
sides this there is very littlo to bring out, as 
uoiio has been gathered this year.

Tho Soudan negroes, having very littlo ot 


tbo Yankee thrif t, will not work unless they 
can seo an immediate return for their labor. 
As El Oboid is already occupied and Khar- 
toum is likely to bo soon, thoro is no chance 
of bringing tho crop out by water, and an 
overland freightage would be most expensive, 
talcing a caravan nearly a year to inako tho 
trip between Khartoum and' Cairo. Even 
then a balo would bo a hoavy load for a 
camel.

Nearly all of last year's crop was destroyed 


by tho Egyptian army while thoy were in 
Khartoum. Tho bales of gum were piled in 
largo pens waiting for tho fall riso in the 
river to bo shipped to Cairo. 
The army bo- 


ing short of grain-bags, dumped the gum on 
tho ground and appropriated the bales. Of 
courso tho next rain washed thousands of dol- 
lars into tho soil of Khartoum. 
A Cairo 


merchant writing to a flrm in this city siys 
that the price ot gum is almost fabulous, and 
that there aro threo buyers to every invoice. 
Several London and Marseilles flrms have-al- 
ready mado fortunes out of its sudden rise. 
In a fow weclis .gum arable will probably bo 
quoted as high as 50 cents a pound. At that 
rate candy wiU.be worth almost its weight ic 
gold.

Tho question of burning coal,in a wot or 


dry state is still being discussed in tho Enj- 
lish journals, a large amount o£ both theory 
and Practical information being sot forth. 
Ono writer says that, although it is generally 
conceded to bo true that wet bituminous coal 
will not produce as large a quantity of st«im 
in a boiler as dry coal, there aro few figures 
to substantiate this, The results of a series 
of tests mado recently with mucli care are ro- 
gardod as having considorabloiweight in tho 
determination of the pointi involved. It apr 
peared that a mass o£ washed slack, holding 
18 per cent, of water and 9 9-10 per cent, of 
ash, evaporated 5 7-10 pounds of water per 
pound of fuel, while tho same coal, with only 
3 per cent, of wntor, made from S to 8 5-10 
pounds o£ steam. Milking duo allowance for 
moisturo by rnduci-as to a standard^ o£ lilco 
quantities of coal free from moisture, a direct 
loss ot U per cent, is shown in using wet 
cool.
